BRAKE ROTOR PULLER 


ABSTRACT OF THE INVENTION 


A rotor puller has two arm members, ending at claws, and a jack with an extendible 
piston. The arm members and the jack are pivotably attached together about a pivot axis. 
Springs bias the arm members toward each other. The claws are placed over a brake rotor and 
retained thereon by a pin. After the claws have been placed, the jack is centered and activated to 
extend the piston towards the claws. The piston forcibly engages a wheel hub while the claws 
forcibly engage the rotor, pulling it from the wheel hub. Handles on the arm members facilitate 
placement of the claws over the rotor. 
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
